No. 4239 - VIII (B )SME- (X ) -199 / 2014 / SME.- The procedure for conducting Odisha 
Secondary School Teacher Eligibility Test (OSSTET ) has been outlined in School & Mass 
Education Department Resolution No.- 24160 / SME . dated the 5th November, 2014. The 
Director, TE . & SCERT. has been entrusted to prepare detailed syllabus for subjects of 
both the papers ofOSSTET examination in consultation with BSE (O ). 
2. While designing the syllabus structure for subjects of both the papers considering all 
categories posts , it is felt necessary to frame questions under four sections in both the 
papers instead of three sections mentioned earlier. 
3. Accordingly , Government has been pleased to modify Para . 5 of the Resolution 
No.- 24160 /SME. dated the 5th November, 2014in the following manner : 

5. Examination 


(i) There shall be two papers of the OSSTET viz - Paper-I and Paper-II. 

(a ) Persons having requisite academic and training qualification as 
per category -I have to appear in Paper -I of the Examination . 

(b ) Persons having requisite academic and training qualification as 
per category - ll have to appear in paper-Il of the Examination . 
( ii) The duration of the test in each paper shall be 2 12 hours . 
( iii) All questions will be Multiple Choice Question (MCQ ), each carrying one 
mark with four alternatives out of which one answer is correct. 


(iv ) There shall be four sections in paper-I. 
(v) In section - I, language - I, MIL , Odia shall be compulsory of all category of 
posts . 


(vi) In section - II , language - II ( English ) shall be compulsory for all category of 
posts . 

(vii) In section - III- The questions in Science subjects (PCM /CBZ ) shall be in 
English . The questions in Arts subjects ( Social studies ) shall be in English . 
The questions in subjects like Hindi/ Classical (Sanskrit / Telugu / Urdu ) shall 
be in respective languages . 
( viii) In section -IV – The question in Child Development, Pedagogy , School 
Management and Evaluation shall be in English and compulsory of all 
categories of posts . 
( ix ) There shall be four sections in paper- II. 
(x) In section -I, language -I MIL (Odia ) shall be compulsory for all. 
(xi) In section - II , language - || English shall be compulsory for all. 
( xii) In section - 111 - contents of C.P.Ed./ B.P.Ed. course as the case may be 
shall be compulsory. 
(xiii) In section -IV – The question in Child Development, Pedagogy, School 
Management and Evaluation shall be in English and compulsory for all. 

( xiv) There shall be no negative marking . 
5. All other conditions of Resolution No - 24160 /SME., dtd . 05.11.2014 shall remain 


unchanged .
